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SPECIAL LIBRARIES: 
A FEW FACTS 


The Technical Library of the Army Bal- 
listic Missile Agency is one of a fast-growing 
network of information collections devoted 
to the scientific and technical interests of 
the men and women conducting Uncle Sam’s 
research and development programs. These 
programs cover every aspect of weapon and 
troop technology — from germ warfare to 
psychology; however, this particular library 
is concerned with ballistic missiles and re- 
lated fields. 

Much of the data is in the form of re- 
ports, rather than the bound books so 
familiar to the patrons of conventional li- 
braries. This not only changes the outward 
appearance of the library, but also the way 
it operates. In addition to a thorough knowl- 
edge of their own collection and organiza- 
tion, librarians must know the work and 
organizational structure of other agencies 
engaged in similar research. If the required 
information is not included in the library 
holdings, the librarians must know how to 
go about securing it. They must also be 
aware of security regulations governing the 
interchange of classified material. 

Speed in providing requested information 
is essential. An automatic typewriter using 
punched paper tape is used to reproduce 
catalog cards for documents as soon as pro- 
cessing is completed, thus making a catalog 
search possible within days of receipt of 
the material rather than weeks. 

One problem, common to all libraries, is 
that of storage of the many pages of data 
generated in what is apparently an endless 
flow of words and ideas. ABMA Technical 
Library has reached a fairly satisfactory 
solution to this problem through the use of 
microfilm. Constant technological advances 
in this field promise even more help in the 
future. Documents are filmed on 35mm 
microfilm and mounted in IBM aperture 
cards on which identification has been 
printed and punched. These cards, contain- 
ing films of the actual reports, can be 
handled manually or mechanically. The 
space-saving is tremendous and the material 
can be restored to its original size by means 
of reproduction equipment created for this 
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by—Mrs. Jane Bentley, Vice-President and 
President Elect of the Alabama Library As- 
sociation; Chief, Processing Branch, ABMA 
Technical Library. 


purpose. In addition, the librarian is never 
subjected to the disgusted look of a patron 
who has been told that “all the copies are 
checked out” in reply to his request. The 
film is always available in the library. 

One point must be emphasized — this 
film is exposed, processed and stored under 
carefully controlled conditions in order to 
obtain the best possible quality. Cabinets 
full of poor film are not only a waste of 
money, but they contribute to the existing 
prejudice against this medium in the minds 
of library users. Of course it must be re- 
membered that the film clarity can be no 
greater than the original material. Even so, 
all that really impresses the potential user 
is whether or not the report he wants is 
available and legible. 

One notable feature of microfilm is the 
ability to reproduce entire filmed collections 
at relatively low cost, both to provide wider 
usage and for safety purposes. 

The books, reports, films and periodicals 
found in this type of library are part of the 
working tools of today’s scientists and tech- 
nicians. In their leisure time, the same 
people who request the latest information on 
the chemical properties of outer space will 
be found browsing in the fiction section of 
the local public library or listening to records 
at the Post Library.

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THE POST LIBRARY 


ANNA Farrar, Librarian, Redstone Arsenal 


Post libraries fill a real need in military 
communities. They have been established 
for the purpose of making available to the 
service men and their families a collection 
of books and library materials of an educa- 
tional, cultural, technical, and recreational 
nature. They are a part of the Special Serv- 
ices Department of the Army. Along with 
the athletic programs, service clubs, craft 
shops, and post theaters, they serve to con- 
tribute to the physical and mental well- 
being of the Army personnel and their fami- 
lies and help to create a healthy environ- 
ment for the Army-community. 


Each month books are selected by librar- 
ians in Washington, D. C. who are employed 
by the Army to read and purchase books 
for the post libraries’ collections. Also, a 
fund is provided monthly by this post for 
the purchase of appropriate books by the 
librarian to supplement the provided col- 
lection. The books include authoritative 
authors in the main subject classes of the 
Dewey Decimal Classification, an adequate 
supply of reference books, classics in world 
literature, and recent fiction. Sixty per cent 
of the books in our post library at Redstone 
Arsenal are nonfiction. 


Trained library staffs are required by 
post libraries and the services are compar- 
able to those of the most modern public 
libraries. The librarians aid with reference 
questions, advisory guidance, and work with 
hospital patients. This library has found 
that the use of paperback books is particu- 
larly adaptable to the hospital service. A 
music room is standard equipment for post 
libraries; this provides a place for listening 
to records. The recordings may be borrowed 


just as books and magazines, for a period of 
fourteen days. 

The size and scope of a post library’s 
book collection depends on the military 
strength of the installation, its specialties of 
training and the interests peculiar to the 
local needs. This library, with its eighteen 
thousand volumes, has a large reading room 
equipped with standard library furnishings. 
It has pleasing green walls, the windows 
are covered with floral draperies, and soft 
music is played in the room on occasions. 
A show case, now displaying a collection of 
rare coins, a lighted atlas globe, and a 
spherical celestial globe on which the path 
of satelites may be traced, adds to the char- 
acter of the room. 


There are many special collections of 
books grouped together in one area of the 
room. These collections include the chil- 
dren’s books, mysteries, westerns, short story 
collections, and, especially notable, the 
“Military Reading Program Books” which 
have been selected by the army for the use 
of the military personnel. These are read 
constantly by the officers of this post. An- 
other special collection is that of some five 
hundred books written in foreign languages, 
which have been selected for the recrea- 
tional use of the foreign students who are 
located here. 


This library is centrally located on the 
post, near the troop and shopping areas. 
The Special Service Officer is charged with 
the general direction of the library. He is 
responsible for the preparation and justifica- 
tion of the members and types of library 
positions, and for the procurement of ade- 
quate facilities. 
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REPORT ON INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION 
FOR DOCUMENTATION CONFERENCES 


Rio DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL 


The 26th General Conference of the 
International Federation for Documentation 
(FID) was held in Rio de Janeiro July 22- 
30, 1960. As an observer and member of 
the American delegation, opportunities were 
presented for participation in the documen- 
tation discussions of the conference, to meet 
librarians of Brazil and see some libraries, 
and to visit some of the magnificent sights 
of that country including its new capital 
city Brasilia. of the conference 
were held at the Escola Naval (Brazilian 
equivalent of Annapolis) which is situated 
on a small island reached by bridge from 
downtown Rio. 

The FID membership is made up _ by 
country. Official delegations of 23 coun- 
tries were in attendance and representatives 
of a number of international agencies and 
national libraries were also in attendance. 
From the United States, Burton W. Adkin- 
son (National Science Foundation) attended 
as a Vice President of FID; Verner W. Clapp 
(Council on Library Resources) and Karl F. 
Heumann (National Research Council) were 
official representatives of the National Acad- 
emy of Science-National Research Council 
which next year replaces the American In- 
stitute of Documentation as the American 
member. Other librarians and documen- 
talists on the U. S. delegation were Marietta 
Daniels (Pan American Union), C. Duke 
Gull (General Electric), Allen Kent (West- 
ern Reserve University ); W. Kenneth Lowry 
(Bell Telephone ); K. Nierman 
(Pan American Union). The conference was 
the guest of Brazil represented by the Brazil-

Interesting tours 
to the new city Brasilia and to the rapidly 
growing industrial Sao Paulo were tended 
the delegates. 


Agenda of the conference included meet- 
ings of the FID governing board (General 
Assembly) and a series of open program 
sessions. These latter covering the subject 
of cooperation among documentation cen- 
ters included discussions of current biblio- 
graphy, union catalogs, and relations 
between national information centers, lan- 
guage problems, scientific information, me- 
chanization and classification. A series of 
roundtables gave particular attention to the 
problems of documentation and of training 
for such work in Latin America. 

The meeting produced a series of recom- 
mendation on the subjects of the discussions 
and adopted a proposal for establishment of 
a Latin American Commission for Documen- 
tation. The exchange of views resulting 
from the meeting will have potential effects 
and the above mentioned proposal holds 
possible consequences of importance to li- 
braries in all Latin America. 

Before the opening of the conference op- 
portunities presented for visits to 
several libraries and to meet librarians of 
Brazil. The librarians are charming, well- 
rained, many of them know more than two 
languages and many have studied library 
science in the United States. There are a 
aumber of library schools in Brazil which 
have a three year course where many de- 
iails of library operations are taught. Among 
libraries visited were those at the University 
of Sao Paula, The Centro Technico de 
Aeronautica, a union catalog center in Rio, 
and_ libraries other institutions. 
Through management of their libraries and 
management of the conference the librarians 
of Brazil presented a strong picture of the 
profession of librarianship in that country.

It was my pleasure to represent the 
Trustees and Friends Section of the Ala- 
bama Library Association as Delegate to 
the National Assembly of Library Trustees 
in Montreal. Mrs. T. C. Crain also attended 
the meeting as Alternate, and Mrs. Patrick 
Pruitt, Mr. Jerome Levy and Mr. E. G. Gib- 
bons were seated as official observers from 
Alabama. 

This was the largest number ever to be 
present at the National from Alabama. 

The Trustees discussed plans for the ob- 
servance of National Library Week, and 
heard a report on federal legislation affect- 
ing libraries. 

I presented the report of the Action De- 


velopment Committee showing the progress 
made in this long range program initiated 
and supported by trustees. The objectives 
of this Committee fall under three headings: 

A. To raise the standards of Trusteeship. 

B. To raise the standards of Librarianship.

This was the first meeting of its kind sponsored by the Southeastern Library Association. 
Those responsible for public and school library programs met to discuss their common 
problems and to map plans for action within individual states and the region. 

The school and public library directors should be responsible for working for a total 
program and imaginative planning. Other responsibilities include recruitment, inservice 
education, demonstration of particular types of service, and gathering data and meaningful 
information in order to secure financial support. 

Public librarians and school libraries are not entirely aware of the problems of the 
other and lines of communication should be opened. There is a similarity in the standards 
for public and school libraries in the total program approach. The use of the school 
library is 80 percent voluntary and choice is as free as in public libraries. There is no 
valid distinction in materials which are curriculum-related, nor is there separation in 
service in the broad view. The public library is a service agency to the whole community 
and the school library one to the school community. 


The Southern States Work Conference began four years ago for (1) determining the 
importance of the school library to boys and girls, (2) identifying elements which make 
libraries important, and (3) determining the effects of school policy. This study is now 
complete and ready for evaluation prior to publication. Teachers, principals, superintendents, 
college and public librarians worked together on the study. 

Miss Mahar told of a Cooperative Research Program suggested by state school library 
supervisors of Rutgers University. In the first phase of the program, several school 
libraries in New Jersey were studied to determine whether or not elementary school libraries 
make “a difference.” Cooperative Research Program funds are available for educational 
research from the Office of Education. A study of school and public library relationships 
over the country would be a “natural” for the Program. 


It was decided that the group will recommend to the SELA Executive Board that a 
study be made of school and public library relationships, particularly from the administra- 
tive point of view, on a regional or even a national scale. It was further recommended 
that the SELA Development Committee refine the recommendation and present it to the 
SELA Biennial Conference. 


It was suggested that each state receive a recommendation from this group to hold 
conferences of lay and professional people to discuss problems of total library service at 
state and local levels. Mr. Cameron recommended that State Library Associations work 
this into their programs.

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Why Students Choose Librarianship As A Career 


In a research project in Education 400 at 
the University of Alabama, under the di- 
rection of Dr. H. B. Woodward, Jr., Mrs. 
Ruth Waldrop® made a questionnaire study 
of 66 library science students at the Univer- 
sity during 1959-60 and the 1960 summer 
sessions. The purpose of the study was to 
ascertain the factors which influenced stu- 
dents in the selection of librarianship as a 
major field of study. 


Thirty-one juniors and seniors and 35 
graduate students replied to the question- 
naire. The average age of the undergraduate 
student was 21; the majority were single. 
The average age of the undergraduate stud- 
dent was 40; the majority were married. 
Four males and 62 females were included 
in the study. 


Job security, the demand for librarians, 
and an acquaintance in the field were the 
three ranking influences for the undergrad- 
uate students, followed by status or prestige 
of the position, current popularity of the 
field, and mother’s influence in vocational 
choice. 

Demand, an acquaintance in the field, and 
current popularity of the profession ranked 
highest with graduate students, followed by 
principal, special abilities or talents, and 
status or prestige of the position. 


OBSERVATIONS 

Some interesting observations based on 
the findings of the study follow. 

1. Job security is of prime concern to 
younger students who ranked it first, while 
more experienced students ranked it seventh 
as a factor influencing vocational choice. 
In fact, as many mature students felt that it 
had no bearing on their choice as those who 
gave it much or some significance. 


2. Demand for librarians stood at the top

of the list for graduate students and second 
among the factors influencing undergradu- 
ate students. A number of graduate students 
stated that they had volunteered or had been 
asked to take library training in order to 
qualify for the position of librarian in their 
school and thus help their school meet ac- 
crediting standards. After getting into the 
study of librarianship, they liked the work 
and have continued their training in the 


field. 


3. Knowing someone in the work came as 
a strong influence with both grouns. ranking 
second and third with graduate students and 
undergraduates respectively. This is a trib- 
ute to the quality of librarians in service, 
their interest in their profession, and their 
high morale. 


4. Current popularity of the field ranked 
third for graduate and fifth for undergradu- 
ates. This factor is closely related to de- 
mand, but it may be interpreted also as 
reflecting the favorable image of the pro- 
fession now being created for recruits. 


5. The principal was credited as the chief 
recruiting factor by a number of graduate 
students and ranked fourth in importance for 
the graduate group. With undergraduates 
the principal ranked twelfth. 


6. Status or prestige of the field was 
checked in the upper six areas of influence 
by both groups, ranking fourth with under- 
graduates and sixth with graduates. The 
high ranking of this factor, too, is a com- 
pliment to librarianship and ought to make 
librarians stand a little taller and feel a 
little prouder of the profession. 


7. Mother, as an influence in vocational 
choice, ranked sixth and ninth with under- 
graduates and graduates respectively. This 
points up the fact that librarians should 
make a practice of discussing with mothers 
the career choice of their daughters and of 
recommending librarianship to the superior 
girls. 


——— 
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MORE ATTENTION 


Some other factors which deserve more 
attention from those interested in recruit- 
ing for librarianship are the following: 


1. Vocational experience in the field is a 
strong influence, ranking seventh and tenth 
with undergraduates and graduates respec- 
tively. This confirms the importance of the 
student assistants program as a recruiting 
factor for undergraduates and the influence 
of actual work experience on graduate stu- 
dents also. 


2. The school counselor ranked low in 
influence, nineteenth with undergraduates 
and seventeenth with graduates. This rank- 
ing no doubt reflects the lack of counselors 
and counseling in many Alabama schools. 
As counselors are added, librarians will need 
to acquaint them with the opportunities in 
librarianship. 
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3. Career Day in school ranked twelfth 
with undergraduates and nineteenth with 
graduates, which indicates that frequently 
no consideration is given to special subject 
areas such as_ librarianship. Librarians 
should exert more effort to have librarian- 
ship presented to high school students by 
enthusiastic members of the profession. 

4. Occupational literature also ranked low 
being twelfth with both groups. Our pro- 
fession still needs a more attractive presen- 
tation in print and wider distribution of 
materials now available. 


CONCLUSION 
The most significant finding of this study 
is that the most effective salesman of li- 
brarianship is the librarian. Perhaps you 
may compliment yourself as being an 
“acquaintance in the field” who is attracting 
others to it.
